DID TASCOTT KILL SNELL? 


Interest Revived in the Famous Case of 
the Murder of Banker Snell in Chicago 
by @ Singular and Suggestive Letter to 
the Chicago Herald trom Mrs. Albert J. 
Shell, Daughter-in-Law of the Murdered 
Man—A Hint that the Murderer May 
Have Been Nearer Home than Tascott. 
Cnicaco, I1l., Nov. 11.—Mrs. Albert 

J. Snell, daughter-in-law of the mill- 
lonaire who was mysteriously killed by 
burglars three years ago, and for the ar- 
rest of whose murderers a reward of 
$50,000 was offered, has sent ina strange 
letter to the Herald office. It reads: 

ED:ToR OF THE IER\LD—WIll you kindly 
inform me, as I have no other source of in- 
formation, whether er not the reward for 
“Willie” Tascott still holds good. Itso, why 
is he not forthcoming, as it is a Wett-known 
fact that he is within easy reach of the Chi- 
cago authorities? Why Is one man allowed 
to handle so important a case, and since he 
has had entire control we have had no de- 
velopments? I wish it understood that my- 
solf and husband are anxious for develop- 
ments, as three years have nearly expired 
since our friend and father was foully mur- 
dered, 

The murder of old man Snell and the 
subsequent pursuit of Will-o’-the-Wisp 
Tascott, one of the supposed murderers, 
form one of the chapters of ono of the 
most remarkable criminal stories of the 
county. Tho crime was the climax ofa 
series of burglaries in the West Side, 
and after a detective hunt lasting ten 
days, it was discovered that a boy 
named William Tascott was either as- 
sociated with the murderer or was the 
assassin himself. ‘The chaso for Tas- 
cott has been unceasing. It is estimat- 
ed that officers have traveled 100,006 
miles in running down false clews. 

A. J. Stone, the dead millionaire’s 
son-in-law, who was appointed one of 
the executors of the big estate, was the 
controling spirit of the ¢chase. He 
directed all that was dono, and spent 
weeks in trayoling after the mysteri- 
ous ‘Tascott, who was so frequently ar- 
rested but always proved to be some- 
body else. Interest in tho famous case 
was dying out, when Mrs. Snell’s letter 
was published this morning. The com- 
munication has caused an intense sen- 
sation. Mrs. Snell was interviewed at 
the Victoria Hotel and said: 

“I wrote just what I felt,” she said. I 
think itis nearly timo that something 
should be done toward catching the 
murderer of Mr. Snell, and my husband 
is of the same mind. If the search has 
been abandoned and the reward for 
Tascott withdrawn we would like to 
know it, as both Mr. Snell and myself 
feel that it is our duty to take up the 
case and pursue it to the end.” 

“Do you think you may take it up 
aventually!” 

“Yes, but when we do we will not 
offer a reward for Tascott. Wo will of- 
fer a reward for the murderer, and, what 
is mre, we will place the whole caso in 
the hands of the Pinkertons or some 
other detective agency.” 

‘Is Tascott within reach of the po- 
lice?” 

“I know that an Italian who kepta 
restaurant at 408 Madison street last 
summer came to my husband and told 
him that he knew that Tascott was 
employed at a place less than thirty- 
five miles from Chicago. My husband 
sent him to Mr. Stone, who has charge 
of the matter, and a short time after- 
ward he received word from his‘mother 
that the man was an imposter. So far 
as we know no effort was mado to sub- 
stantiate or disprove the man’s state- 
ment. 

‘Do you think Tascott is the mur- 
derer?” 

“I am not prepared to answer that 
question. I know, however, that that 
boy’s name was dragged before the pub- 
li¢ on the theory that the crime was 
committed by burglars.” 

Mrs. Snell said that a man who knew 
the combination opened the safe on the 
night of the murder, and she was posi- 
tive that Tascott did not possess that 
knowledge. In a guarded way Mrs. 
Snell left it to be inferred that some- 
body who was intimately acquainted 
with the old millionaire and knew the 
value of the papers the safo contained 
committed the murder. 


LORD MAYOR’S DAY. 











The Annual Pageant in London Incident 
to the Induction of the Lord Mayor 
Into Office One of More than Ordinary 
Gorgeousness, and Viewed by Enormous 
aud Good-Natured Crowds. 

Lonpon, Nov. 11.—That portion of 
the ceremonies attendant upon the in- 
daction to office of the new Lord Mayor, 
Mr. Joseph Savory, which consists of 
the precession of escort, was most suc- 
cessfully carried out. A bright Novem- 
ber sun brought out in vivid relief the 
brilliantly-variegated uniforms and 
insignia of the soldiers and civic 
companies, and sent a gleam of 
dazzling light flashing along the 
bayonets, musket barrels and accoutre- 
ments of the troops. The air was mild 
with just enough of fall crispiness in 
the atmosphere to lend springiness to 
the steps of the marching column and 
produce a general feeling of exhilira- 
tion among the enormous crowds of 
spectators which lined the streets 
through which the column passed. 
They were good-natured crowds, prompt 
to admire any particularly brilliant 
feature of the passing show, and 
equally quick to jest atany thing which 
occurred to them as odd. The ‘“‘beef 
eaters” came in for the unmerciful guy- 
ing which the appearance of the antique 
and grotesque uniforms of the guardi. 
ans cf the Tower invariably evokes from 
a London crowd. The survivors of the 
Criemean war were warmly received by 
the people. In all its details, it is con- 
ceded that the Yord Mayor’s show of 
1890.exceeded tha‘ of last year both in 
gorgeousness of the exhibition and the 
numbers of the crowd. 





CALLING THE ANIMALS. 


Origin and Meaning of the Calls Used by 
American Farmers. 

A correspondent recently asked the 
Boston Transcript toexplain the origin 
and meaning of the ordinary calls used 
by farmers in summoning their cattle, 
horses and sheep; and the inquiry has 
elicited some interesting responsos. 

The call ‘Boss, boss,” to cattle, is 
pure Latin, apparently, since the Latin 
word for a ‘‘beef credture” is box, It 
seems to have been in use among En- 
glish speaking people for several gen- 
erations, though *‘boss” and “bossy” are 
more often heard in America than in 
England. 

The ordinary call to horses 4s ‘‘Co- 
joek! co-jock!” 
many horses were formerly named 
John, which, in peasant English, is 
Jock. ‘Co-jock,” then, simply means 
‘Come, John.” It is said that the use of 
the word ‘‘jockey,” meaning a rider or 
driver of race-horses, comes from the 
frequency with which horses were once 
named Jack, the word passing in time 
from the animal to his rider. 

One writer in the Transcript, how- 
ever, insists that “the commonest 
name for a horse in America to-day is 
Lill; you will find,” he says, ‘a horse 
named Bill in every stable, and the 
country pastures aro full of Old Bills, 
retired ona pension of grass; but seldom 
is there a Jack or a Jock. Perhaps in 
the course of time the borse call will be 
changed to ‘Co-Billl’” 

The call to sheep seems to vary a lit- 
tle in different parts of the United 
States. Throughout a good part of the 
country it sounds more like ‘‘Co-day! 
co-day!’ than any thing else. Else- 
where, and especially in some parts of 
New England, it is always “Co-dan! 
co-dan!” Often it is ‘‘Co-nan!” and oc- 
casionally itis said to be ‘‘Co-dar! co- 
dar!” 

‘‘Co-day” is derived by one authority 
from ‘‘Come, Dick,” Dick having been, 
a name as much in vogue for a male, 
sheep as Jock was for a horse. But 
‘“Co-dan” clearly may come very easily: 
from “Come, Nan.” Nan or Nanny is 
still a favorite name for asheep, as well! 
as fora goat. ‘'Co-dan” would come by 
corruption from ‘‘Co-nan,” and ‘‘Co- 
day” from that, in order to make it 
more explosive and easily heard ata 
distance. 

“Co-dar” is said to be derived from 
“Come, Darby’—another name once 
often used for a sheep. 

When the Western farmer goes out ta 
call his pigs—in that part of the country 
the animals sometimes wander a long 
way from home—he generally is not 
content with calling “Pig! pig!” 
—a sound which could not be heard 


very far—but develops it into a 
shout by pronouncing it ‘‘poo-ig! 
poo-ig!’ The necessity of producing a 


sound that will ‘‘carry” seems to explain 
this; but one of the Transcript’s corre- 
spondents says that ‘‘poo-ig” is derived 
from ‘“‘poor pig,” and that he has often 
heard the call pronounced in that way. 

The call ‘Biddy! Biddy!” to hens and 
chickens is notexplained. The diction- 
aries say “biddy” isa childish name for 
a hen; but where did the child get the 
name? ‘The other farm-yard calls, such 
as ‘Chick! chick!” to the hens, ‘Turk! 
turk!” to the turkeys, and ‘Duck! duck!» 
to the ducks, seem to need no explana- 
tion. —Youth’s Companion.

the Original and Probably Correct Way 
of Spelling Mississippi. 

The original spelling of the name of 
the greatest river of the United States, 
the one which rendered it nearest to the 
old Algonquin tongue, is Meche-sebe, 
signifying “Father of Waters.” This 
was changed by Laval to Michispe; by 
Labatte to Misispi; by Marquette to 
Mississipoi, as it is to-day. Henry Seile, 
the geographer, whose map was made 
in 1652, an original copy of which is now 
in the possession of the editor of ‘‘Notes 
for the Curious,” calls the Mississippi 
“River Canaverall,” and locates the head 
at about the present site of Momphis, 
Tenn. The early Spanish explorers 
called it Les Palisades. The Indians 
along the river banks from the mouth 
of the Ohio to the Gulf, called it Mal- 
bouchia. La Salle named it River Col- 
bert, in honor of the famous French 
Minister of Finance. From the mouth 
of the Ohio to the source it was known 
to the Indians as Pe-he-ton-at, which in 
the Algonquin tongue signified abodo 
or habitation of furies; several of the 
branches were designated by names 
which in our language would mean 
‘dittle fury,” “big fury,” “old fury,” 
ete., the “‘sippi” or ‘‘sepe” being after- 
wards added to Pe-he-ton-at, simply 
meaning river. The following table 
shows the different spelling of the word 
according to the different authors at the 
dates named:

As to the real ‘meaning of the word 
L M. Gould says: An analysis of the 
word Mississippi will show that it does 
not mean “Father of Waters” at all, 
thus: 

Mis-sisk -— grass. Mis-sisk-ke-on — 
weeds. Mis-sisk-ke—medical herbs, and 
Mis-ku-tuk. The broad bottom land of. 
the river were called Mis-ku-tuk; the 
tribes along the river were called Mis-

THE VESSEL GOES ON ROCKS OF 
THE SPANISH COAST. 





BUILT FOR SPEED AND NOT FOR 
STORMY WEATHER. 


The Cxutastrophe Occurs Twenty Miles 
North of Cape Finisterre Near Midnight, 
During a Storm and in a Heavy Mist. 
Sad Scenes at Plymouth Where Many of 
the Lost Seamen Have Families—Some 
Seemed to Have Had Premonitions of 
the Fate in Store for Them. 

Lonpon, Nouv. 14.—The British tor- 
pedo cruiser Serpent has foundered off 
the coast of Spain. The Serpent was 
lost ata point twenty miles north of 
Cape Finisterre. Out of a total of 
276 souls on bourd, only three were 
saved, 

The Serpent went on the rocks during 
astorm on Monday night. A heavy 
mist prevailed at the tizae of the disas- 
ter. Owing to the violence of the storm 
it was impossible to send assistance 
from the shore. Tremendous seas swept 
the decks of the doomed vessel, carrying 
away group after group of the unfortu- 
nate men on board. 

The news of the wreck was conveyed 
to Coruna, a distance of sixty miles, 
over mountain roads, 

Was She Seaworthy ? 

The relatives of the crew of the Ser- 
pert at Plymouth and the: ockyard peo- 
ple are full of gossip about the lost 
cruiser, It is claimed that she was un- 
seaworthy, and she broke down on all 
her trial trips. Commander Ross is said 
to have been in the habit of treating his 
men with undue severity. 

Lloyds’ Account. 

The Lloyds’ agent at Coruna tele- 
graphs: 

It appears the Serpent was running 
for shelter in one of the bays north of 
Finisterre. It is not known whether she 
foundered or grounded on the fearful 
reefs that are a continuation of the Gal- 
ician mountains. If she foundered, no- 
body need be surprised but the admir- 
alty. If she grounded on the reefs, she 
could not stand a minute’s battering in 
a heavy sea. 

At Plymouth, 

The newspaper offices at Plymouth 
were besieged by crowds of people anx- 
ious to hear further news of the disaster. 
Among these were the sobing wives and 
daughters of many of the lost seamen. 

Were They Warned. 

It is stated that many of the crew of 
the Serpent, before the vessel started on 
what proved to be her last voyage, ex- 
pressed the fear that some misfortune 
would befall the ship. 

The Duke of Edinburg. 

The Duke of Edinburg, brother of the 
Prince of Wales, an admiral and chief 
of naval staff to the queen, was at a 
Patti concert, at Plymouth, when he 
heard the news, and immediately left. 

Made a Fool of Himself. 

Lord George Hamilton, first lord of 
the admiralty, announced the disaster 
at a Conservative TFiunquet at Acton, 
and then went on to make a witty 
prepared speech which, under the cir- 
cumstances, isa matter of public con- 
demnation. 


IN IMPENETRABLE DARKNESS. 


A Litaiied Dexcription of the Wreck of 
the Vessel. 

Later advices from Cape Boccy in the 
province of Goruna, Spain, the scene of 
the wreck of the British torpedo cruiser 
Serpent, state that at 11 o'clock Monday 
night, in the midst of an impenetrable 
darkness, the warship struck the reefs 
bow on. She was hurled upon the rocks 
with such tremendous force that their 
jagged edges tore her keel as readily as 
a match might be split by the sharpest 
knife. A moment later a mammoth 
wave lifted the cruiser high above the 
reef, only to dash her back upon its 
stony face the next instant with a great 
hole stove in her bottom. 

With the next sea the unfortunate 
vessel — from the rock into deep 
water. rough the awful gash in her 
hull the water rushed in by the hun- 
dreds of tens and then, in the midst of 
the awful blackness of night, the howl- 
ing of the wind and the hoarse roar of 
the waters beating against the fatal 
reefs, the cruiser “ges with nearly 
800 men, plunged to the bottom of the 
Atlantic ocean. 

At the moment of the fearful catas- 
trophe the great majority of the ship’s 
company were below decks, unconscious 
that death was all around them. They 
never reached the deck. 

deck those whose duties kept them 
there, found themselves so suddenl 
confronted with the deadly peril that it 
was impossible for them to launch a 
single boat. So overwhelming, so sud- 
den and complete was the disaster, that 
of thé great ship's company no human 
being made a sign or uttered a cry as 
they were swallowed up by the waters. 

The three wretched survivors of the 
calamity, torn by the cruel rocks, to 
which they marvelously clung until 
rescued, have been removed to the 
hospital where wn? are now being 
cared for. They will be ordered home 


to England, as soon as their condi- ' 


tion will permit of their removal, to 
testify before the inquiry which will be 
held by the board of admiralty. 

The queen is full of solicitude and has 
again in ek a the expression of her 


bre ee Age a request that she be fur- 
niched the information obtainable 
bearing on the disaster. 


The officials at the admiralty office 


- 
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etate that when the loss of the Serpent 
occurred, she was trying to make Coru- 
na or some other port for repairs. 


The Serpent was a twin screw vessel | 


of 1,770 tons and 4,500 horse power. She 
carried six guns 

The Serpent's complement was 170 
officers and men. The others on 
were going out to relieve men now on 
ships on the African station. 

The Serpent was aswift. light cruiser, 
one of eight commenced during the ad- 
ministration of Lord Northbrook. She 
was launched in 1887. 

The Serpent was built after the ideas 
of Admiral Cooper Key. who insisted 
upon an immense horse power. which, 
according to previous notions, was out 
of all preportion to her displacement. 
She could maintain a speed of seventeen 
knots an hour. Lord Brassey, in his 
Naval Annual, adversely criticised the 
vessel. He said that economy of weight 
had been carried to excess in the con- 
struction of the ship. that her plating 
was too thin, and that her armament 
wat overdone. In a sea-way, he said, 
her heavy top-weight would be a detri- 
ment to her speed, and would unduly 
strain the hull. The vessel was 225 feet 
long. while she had a draught of only 
14! feet. 

Had a Bad Record. 

The Serpeit started last Saturday on 
her maiden voyage. She was comunis- 
sioned for service in Africa last June, 
but was detained by several mishaps to 
her machinery. She and her consorts 
were cordially disliked by the service. 

The Serpent has a bad record. She 
broke down more than once in the ma- 
neuvers of 1888. Several admirals con- 
demned the whole class as crank. 


BUT THREE SAVED. 


They Believe the Other Two Hundred and 
Seventy-Three Were Drowned. 

Maprip, Nov. 14.—An official tele- 
gram from Coruna says that the Serpent 
was wrecked off Cape Bucy, near the 
village of Caimarinas. There were 276 
persons aboard, of whom only three 
were saved. Several bodies have been 
washed ashore. 

The governor has ordered the authori- 
ties at Camarinas to render every assist- 
ance in their power. 

The three persons saved from the Ser- 

nt are sailors, who swam ashore at 

marinas. They express the belief 
that all the others on board were 
drowned. There is no telegraph station 
at Camarinas. 


NEWFOUNDLAND 


Makee Eyes at Uncle Sam and Waves an 
Teicle at Him. 

Hairax, N.8., Nov. 14.—In a speech 
at St. John’s, N. F., in the election cam- 
paign just closed, Mr. Scott, the defeat- 
ed opposing candidate, stated: 

“For many months past the bitter 
feeling of resentment against British 
negligence in Newfoundland’s vital inter- 
ests has been taking deeper and deeper 
root in the hearts of our people, and an- 
nexation with the American republic is 
beginning to be regarded, by a vast 
number of Newfoundlanders, as the 
only remedy for our sufferings. How in- 
tense the sentiment in favér of annexa- 
tion has already become was evidenced 
by the conduct of the public meeting on 
inde night. ” 

Mr. Scott, in referring to the long 
continued denial of the justice of the 
country, used words which occasioned 
an outburst of enthusiasm. The audi- 
ence could not keep silence, and cheer 
after cheer echoed throughout the hall 
untill Mr. Scott was forced to cease 
speaking and wait for the euthusiasm to 
subside. Said Mr. Scott: 

“Icherish in my heart feelings of 
most devoted loyalty to the crown and 
the person of her most gracious majes- 
ty. prize most dearly the privilege 
of British citizsnship which I enjoy. 

“I would gladly live and die under 
that glorious flag, which is as much the 
boast of the true-born Newfoundlander 
as itis of the true-born Englishmen. 
But though I glory in being a Briton, I 
cannot forget that the hearty loyalty of 
the people of this country has met with 
no other return than coldness and neg- 
lect from the mother country. New- 
foundland suffers wrongs which en- 
slaves the free spirit and encourage the 
vigorous enemies of our people, and yet 
Great Britain sees our sufferings and 
does nothing for its relief. 

“If Great Britain turns a deaf ear to 
our appeals, to whom then can we look 
for succor and relief? If all hope of re- 
ceiving justice and fair tae! rom the 
mother country is stifled within us, 
ra ge I prize as one of my most cher- 
ished possessions the commission from 
her majesty to serve her in the practice 
of my profession, I will be one of those 
who will respectfully — her maj- 
esty to relieve us of a fealty which yes 

ses duties and obligations upon us 
yields ro rateetion: ta return. 

e, in this country, are devoutly 
loyal to the crown, but we are even more 
loyal to the rand principles of the Brit- 
ish constitution. In defense of those 
ee the American colonies were 
goaded to rebellion. Newfoundland will 
not rebel, but surely Great Britain will 
not refuse our prayer if we humbly ask 
her majesty to either grant our just de- 
mands or permits us to seek the protec- 
tion of another power.”

FIGHH WITT NEGRO DESPERADOES. 


Desperate Hand-to-Hand Conflict of the 
Wheeling Police. 

WHEELING, W. Va., Nov. 14.—A riot 
occurred here late Wednesday afternoon 
between a number of negroes and the 
police, which resulted in the probabie 
fatal wounding of a negro named Cloud, 
from Whiteville, Va., and the severe in- 
jury of Policeman Donnelly. Several 
negroes had been terrorizing the inhab- 
itants of the Sixth ward all day by de- 
manding food and money at various 
houses, and in forcing the demands 
with a liberal display of firearms. 

The police were notified and a posse 
attempted to arrest the offenders. The 
negroes opened fire on the officers, none 
of whom were struck. During a des- 

rate hand-to-hand fight with the man 

Aloud, Officer Moran shot his antagonist 
and beat him severely with his club. 
Officer Donnelly had his hand broken by 
a stone thrown by one of the despera- 
does. All the offenders escaped save 
the wounded one. He may die.
